des Deux Mondes, the same which he afterwards 
edited, and which, with additions, appeared as 
the “ History of the Civil War in America.” He 
returned to England and remained most of she 
time at Twickenham till the Franco-Prussian 
“uwar.' After Sedan he crossed into France and 
. fought with the army of the Lolre in company 
with the Prince de Joinville and the Duke de 
Choitees. The law.of exile against him waa 
repealed in 1B73, from which time, until he was 
again exiled in 1887, he resided in France. ” 
. . In'1876 tie went to Frohsdorf, the chateau of 
the Count de Chambord, moved partly by ‘the 
desire to-look after the succession and partly to 
induce the royalists of the Right to vote for the 
restoration of his estate, for which 3 law was in 
preparation, What passed'nt the interview was 
never precisely known, but his estates were 
yestored and he lived thenceforward till his

These 
roclamations are all conceived in the same

' his pliant nephew to the Princess Catherine of 
Wurtemherg., The Prince Napoleon had an 
_ elder brother, Jerome, who died in 184g, and 
‘crome is ane of the-names of Prince Victor. 
_ Prince Napalcon is now commonly called Prince 
_‘ Jerome, and sometimes Plon-Plon. Why Jerome, 
No one appears exactly to kaow, for’ European 
. genealogies are complicated and often past find: 
ing out. : : : 
Prince Jerome, so called, was born In ‘1821, 
He spent all the early part of his life claewhere 
than in France. During the reign of his cousin, 
Louis No ipeleon he enjoyed acertaln degree of 
‘imperial faver, mingled with p good deal of dis- 
satisfactionathis tepublican leanings. In 1868-69 
he published ‘the correspondence’ of Napoleon 
J, and has since given to the public works 
of less importance, that show cleverness and 
_ gome literary skill. At one phase of his career 
he attacked ‘the plebiscite, and expressed the 
opinion that the only proper manifestation of the 
; eee desire was .through a parliament. Later 
: e took an entirely opposite ground, that better’ 
suiting his purposes.

- ward in ‘alettér tothe London Zimes. Being 
elected to the. Council-General of Corsica some
